The United States income 
tax makes a return necessary 
when net income of a single 
man is $3,000 and a married 
man $4,000. The United States 
new income tax law taxes the 
minimum income on which a 
normal tax is imposed at $3,000 
for the individual and $4,000 for 
the marital relationship. But 
the normal tax is conputed on 
the net income. In ascertain- 
ing the net income certain de- 
ductions are allowed, such as 
payments of national, state, 
country, monicipal taxes, cost 
of carrying on business, ete. 
The return for the year 1912 is 
computed from March Ist, 1913, 
to December 31st, 1913, making 
tive-sixths of a year so that the 
income on which the tax is 
necessarily based, for the frac- 
tional period, would be $2,500. 
The normal tax on net income 
from $3,000 to $20,000 is one per 
centum per annum, with an ad- 
ditional tax on larger incomes, 


Only two and one-half per 
cent of the 1,000 farmers visit-
